The Odyssey, on the other liand. !.■= 
an epic or the sea. It is much mere 
compact than tiic Iliad, and one ot 
tho most striking differences in style 
i> its lack ot the continual mention of 
the Cods.

Maxwell's Early Life 

Maxwell's ical namo v.a.i .lohn 
Clark. He wna born In 1S31 and at 
nil early age developed an enquiring 
mind, and' always wanted to know 
wliyvfind -whereforo/ot everything. AS 
he was an only child, 'ho used to play 
with tho children of workmen who 
lived nearby, and gained considerable 
experience In this way. - 

AVhcn only about fifteen he devtsed 
many interesting ways , of drawing 
ellipses and other geometrical figures. 
During his early school years he 
showed no outstanding .ablllt;/, but 
when he graduated from tlii Aca- 
tlomy ho led his class in Mallicnia- 
tlcs and English, At Ldinburgh 
University ho studied mathematics 
physics .md logic. He wa.i a groat 
friend ot tho scientist Tait. 

His Later Life 

When lie first went to Canibrld-s 
he was disappointed at tho lack of 
Interest shown in his experiments, 
but he soon became used to the new 
conditions. IJe became professor o; 
pliyaios at Aberdeen and later was ^ 
candidate for tho same position at 
Bdinburgh, but his frictids and rival.

But cnly after the war did tlie 
movement, tor union become strong 
and definite.

Ing all the constituent nitiorfs' except 
England and Russia which 'with their 
possessions were to form independent 
groups. The plan found such support 
that In 1D2G the first Pan European 
Conference met at Vienna. 

To this conference all tho. Euzopean. 
coiintflcs involved sent represent; 
atives. The proigram comprised com- 
pulsory arbitratlo.H,- abolition of tariff 
barriers and the abolition oC oppres- 
blor. o£ minorities.

series of lectures entitled •'Ciiies of the 
: Woi-ld", which is being given during.these 
winter months under ilic auspices of the 
City Improvement Lc;.".guc. 
- If there are any people who truely 
should have stars in their crown or other 
' garlands there are none so worthy as they 
who have as their desire civic improve- 
ment- Their slogan for the strangers to 
the camnus is Follow ihe Red Star. 

The series of lectures given by experts, 
natives of the cities upon which they 
Eoeak, has been drawn up to include repre- 
sentatives of both the old v/orld and new, 
wnile the two concluding ones are to spe- 
.cialiscrinH.v.o particular branches, homes 
agd harboui-s,. 

The cities- whicli have been chosen are 
typical of 'the stages^ and manner in which 
■a city growf. from the rambling, octopus- 
like old ciiy of London, to the raadc-to- 
order style of Wa.shia)gton. Personally we 
liavc seen them aH'^but Washington and 
have no comment to make of llie choice, 
except for the fact that we think that at 
least Vienna should have been included. 
Pei*ljia.ps the series was considered ample 
wif/iout its conclusion, or perhaps our view 
may' be off the mark. 

Vienna, v.hotlie.r under the llapsburgs 
.or under tiic ])reâent ijrofessor-burgo- 
•aiaster-presidenl. offers cxample."; of a 
type of city that >yoiild,be well to follow. 
Having as its maih'llioroughfare the Ring- 
Btrasse. the line of fortifications of the 
very old city, the city presents an impos- 
ing plan to tlie wayfarei-. Inside the Ring- 
strasse the streets may be on tiie narrow 
side, but the immediate layout of ax'terial 
routes is commendable. 

These are all of the Hapsburg era, but 
that whicli attracts most attention in 
Vienna is tiic work on the outskiils in the 
suburbs. For ten years now the city coun- 
cil has been uuiidiiii; 11,^ workmcn'.s dwell- 
ings and they are a model to l'Àirope in 
reconstKuction, and could be so to America 
in grov/th. 

The apartments take up the whole 
'block in construction and on the outside 
are designed with a distinctive modern 
n^j;>',lc of architecture of the futurist theme. 
IChe centi-c oi' t!ic block is not given over to 
•lleyways or buckyai cLs, but is designed to 
make playing p.-.rk.s fui' tiie children so 
that there is no fear of their .'iat'ety on the 
streets. The apai-tments face inwards on- 
to the playgi'ound, but there are balconies 
that open to the atj'cel. 'J'he playground 
ih^^ a grass border, dotted with bushes 
'-aiid gardens, wliile in llic centre of each is 
;tHc ,spla.shing pool for the children. 

' :Not alone are tiic dwellings to be com- 
jHlfinded for tlicii' conipieleiie.si-; i!! supply- 
jirjg the wants of tlic populace, but the one 
■j^undred and fifty kindergarten, which 
;C|iter for the cliildreu of very early age up 
Jto!./5ix, arc a credit to the city. Continuing 
jjii its plan of civic improvement Vienna 
■jçLàfi, utiifsed the otherwise uMf^M' '^"^ 
^^tvr^e buildings of the former regime ip

JIany English versions 
have been -written but nono have been 
ablo to capture the exact spirit of 
Homer. 

Not only Uio style and metre make 
tho Iliad and , Odyssey outstandinff, 
but also tho wonderful sentiment, in- 
sight' into human nature and tho 
beautiful meLmcholy. Passionate 
vitality is tho keynote of tho . Iliad, 
whilo tho Odyssey depends on action. 

Helen is a wonderful heroine. Her 
charms aro left to tho Imagination 
and not caLalogqed and thereby spoil- 
ed as modern' novelists do.
